SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The year 1980 has proved to be very challenging for the Board of 
Selectmen. It has been very difficult to maintain the current demand 
for services with the ever increasing costs without overburdening the 
taxpayer. 

One of the changes instituted was the combination of the part-time 
secretary and the part-time bookeeper to a full-time Secretary/Bookeeper. 
This move provides for more efficiency and continuity in the day-to-day 
affairs of the office. This move has already proven to be very beneficial. 
Barbara Raney, who has been our bookeeper for a number of years, is now 
the full-time Secretary/Bookeeper. Mark T. Fraser, of Barnstead, was 
hired at the beginning of July as the new Administrative Assitant. Mark 
was previously employed by the City of Concord as the Deputy Finance 
Director/Accountant for four years. These changes have considerably im- 
proved the handling of this offices daily business affairs. 

This spring the Sewer User Charge will be re-evaluted because it 
appears there are certain inequities that should be resolved. Several 
new methods have been considered during the past year for assessing the 
User Charge. The formula must be tailored to the Town's individual 
criteria so that it will be fair to all the Sewer Users. 

There have been operational problems at the Wastewater Plant which 
has required several weeks of repair work last summer. Constant modifi- 
cations and adjustments are required to keep the plant operating at its 
maximum efficiency. Chris Hipkiss, the plant operator, has been able 
to keep astride the continuing maintenance and repair work. More major 
repair work will be done to the lagoon system this summer. This will be 
done by Chris in conjunction with the original design engineers. The 
work is estimated to take approximately two weeks. 

Daroska Road was reconstructed with TRA and Additional Highway 
Subsidy funds. Construction work will be completed this summer (1981). 
When finished, the highway crew will move on to Siel Road as soon as all 
the Flowage and Enbankment Releases have been obtained from the property 
owners. The appropriation for this Special Assessment project has been 
encumbered from the 1980 Budget. 

The State Highway Department has informed us that Websters Mills 
Bridge contracts will be advertised this April with the projected comple- 
tionin the Spring of 1982. The Selectmeniare hoping for completion in 
the fall of 1981. The funds appropriated for this project have been 
continually invested in CD notes. Pittsfield will pay one half at the 
start of the project and one half upon completion. The State now esti- 
mates tha the cost to Pittsfield will be less than one half of the 
original estimate. 

State and Federal Revenues are beginning to fall off as the result 
of the presently declintng economy. This ultimately puts the burden on 
the local taxpayer. The Town is being faced with more requests for 
funds from the departments and outside agencies. It is becoming time 
to start thinking of making do with what we have or what we can afford. 
The Selectmen have made every effort to keep costs down and still present 
a reasonable budget that will provide adequate and efficient services. 

As each year goes by the duties of the Selectmen and the Administra- 
tive Assitant are becoming more complex. The myriad of Federal and 
State regulations and paperwork are becoming very cumbersome. Every day 
traffic in the office increasing. This places more of a demand on the 
Town Hall facilities which were not originally designed for this demand. 
More and better office facilities are badly needed. 

Remember, Pittsfield's birthday is coming in 1982. Work has already 
begun to make the Bicentennial Celebration a great one!

During 1980 the Pittsfield Fire Department responded to a total of 
196 alarms. Calls for medical aid numbered 125. 

This year saw the delivery of the new fire truck, a 1250 gallon 
pumper. The funding for this truck was made possible through the dona- 
tions of local businessmen and concerned individuals. We are very grate- 
ful to these people and are pleased to have such a fine piece of fire 
apparatus to work with. 

The radio in the new truck was purchased with funds received through 
memorial donations in the name of firefighter Clifton Barton, who passed 
away this year, and with donations given previously in memory of former 
Chief Clarence Robie and Deputy Chief Edward Genest. 

Memorial donations were also received this year in the name of Edgar 
Riel. As of this writing these monies have not been used. We have dis- 
cussed erecting a memorial stone and flagpole at the Fire Station to 
commemorate all deceased firefighters. 

Fire Schools sponsored by the Lakes Region Mutual Aid and the N.H. 
Fire Chiefs Association were attended by firefighters and rescue person- 
nel. Numerous other training sessions were held during the year and 
members are now taking classes in Firefighter Certification.

There were 5 vehicles stolen and 5 recovered; 97 vehicle warnings for 
DE/Operation; 19 parking warnings and 8 parking summons issued. 


Of 55 accidents reported, 42 were in the compact area and 13 in the 
outlying areas. Increase in family related problems is die to social 
and economic problems. Citizen response increased the suspicious 
person/vehicle/ and juvenile complaints. 


The existance of crime is a daily reality. Seemingly insignificant 
offenses cannot be ignored. The petty thief graduates from stealing 
candy bars to breaking into cars to burglary. The drunk becomes an- 
gered and unpredictable and beats his wife; or he finds the keys to the 
car and becomes a killer on the highways. The non-violent burglar is 
interrupted during his crime, and shoots his victim to escape. 


Statistics present the problem in only one of its dimensions. Crime 
figures do not impress people nearly so much as what they read in the 
newspapers; what they see and hear; what their friends and associates 
experience; and, most vividly, what they themselves experience. 


Finding a solution for the crime problem should be of equal importance 
to the townspeople. They must decide on their attitudes towards crime, 
on what measures will combat it, and on the amount of resources they are 
willing to allocate to alleviate it. The most efficiently administered 
police department will falter unless the community genuinely supports it. 


The police department is guided by the law, collective police experience, 
the needs of the community and the availability of resources. The depart- 
ment should be placed into perspective with all other services provided 
by the Town and considered for valid objectives and priorities for de- 
livery of all required and desired services.

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COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT REPORT 


During the first full year of its operation the Pittsfield Community 
Development Program successfully implemented a Federally funded housing 
improvement program, achieved recognition of the unique character of the 
Town center through placement on the National Register of Historic Places 
and received preliminary approval of a three-year Federally funded down- 
town improvement program. 

Housing Improvement - In September 1979 the Town was awarded a Small 
Cities Community Development Block Grant of $320,663 to improve the con- 
dition of housing in Pittsfield Center and the outlying areas. To date, 
assistance in making needed repairs and improvements has been provided to 
20 low-income homeowners and 48 apartment owners who rent to low-income 
tenants. Many projects are still underway with some items, like painting, 
waiting until Spring to complete. By the time the Program has concluded 
approximately $575,000 will have been added to the area economy through 
the purchase of materials and services. 

Historic Recognition - With the assistance of a Foundation, the 
Rotary Club and local businesses, Pittsfield Center became listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places in recognition of its outstanding 
19th Century architecture and intact industrial village setting. Power- 
ful Federal tax incentives that accompany this status are anticipated 
to assist in the reuse and improvement of key structures in the district. 
A brochure describing features of the district is being planned. 

Downtown Improvement - On January 3, 1981 the Town received notifi- 
cation that its pre-application for a $1,106,000 three-year Small Cities 
Community Development Block Grant was approved. The downtown improvement 
program will rebuild sidewalks, resurface streets, establish off-street 
parking, improve recreation areas, establish a day care center and pro- 
vide properly sized housing for large families presently residing in 
Pittsfield. Actual award of the funds requires an annual application 
submission and is dependent on continuing appropriations from Congress. 
The Program is anticipated to be complete by September, 1984. 

The success that has been enjoyed thus far is the direct result of 
the involvement of the community in the housing improvement program at 
numerous public hearings. Particular recognition goes to the members 
of the Community Development Committee who, through two years of regular 
meetings, developed and supervised the Program; they are George Freese, 
Patricia Freeman, Gilbert Paige, Willis Pethic, Marilyn Riel, John Teague, 
Arnold Wells and Edward Young.

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HOUSING STANDARDS AGENCY REPORT 


Shortly after the adoption of the amendments to the 1964 Housing 
Ordinance at the last Town Meeting, the Housing Standards Agency met 
and began planning a schedule to carry out the provisions of the Ordinance. 
The first order of business was finding a person for the job of Housing 
Inspector who had the time, ability and interest that the job demanded. 
This proved difficult and consumed the better part of the year. Finally 
last fall, Ronald Vien, a Pittsfield resident and volunteer firefighter, 
accepted the job and began the inspection program. 

The Ordinance requires an annual inspection and issuance of an occu- 
pancy permit of all rental residential living quarters in Pittsfield, 
which total about 350 units. The inspections began in the downtown area 
and is being carried out geographically in blocks of about 50 buildings 
from these. To date 80 living units have been inspected and 80 conditional 
occupancy permits issued. As discussed at the Town Meeting, the initial 
inspection fee is $15 per living unit, with subsequent year annual inspec- 
tions costing $10 per living unit. The purpose of the fee is to cover 
the cost of the inspection program and enforcement as required by the 
Ordinance. 

Thus far the Ordinance is proving to be effective and no significant 
"debugging" of its provisions and standards appear necessary. However, 
once all the rented living units have been inspected a public hearing will 
be called to discuss the results and effectiveness of the Ordinance and 
recommend any amendments needed to improve it.

Floyd Carson made a motion to amend the article as follows: "To 
see if the Town will vote to compensate the Tax Collector at a salary not 
to exceed $4,000 including all collections and fees starting with the 
1980 tax warrant". Vernon Leduc seconded. 

Arnold Wells asked the Moderator to read the names on the original 
petition. 

Discussion that followed seemed to indicate the Townspeople were 
concerned that the Tax Collector's salary was being cut during his elected 
term and also the fact that he was not informed of the proposed cut. 

Steve Davis advised that when Henry Gray took over as Tax Collector 
he was being paid at the rate of .095 which had never been officially 
voted on. In 1963 an article was passed to compensate the Tax Coilector 
at a rate of .075 and that was the last vote taken. When the Selectmen 
discovered this oversight they immediately advised Mr. Gray he would be 
compensated at the rate of .075. 

Fred Hast, Chairman of the Budget Committee, explained that the 
petition was the result of increasing tax revenues brought about by our 
recent reassessment. The Tax Collector receives compensation figured on 
percentages of the collected taxes and the amount he receives is well 
above the amount received by collectors in similiar towns. 

Patricia Lampman made a motion to second amend this article that the 
Tax Collector continue to collect his salary at the same percentage rate 
of .075 until his term expires next March and the new Tax Collector will 
then receive a salary of $4,000. Motion duly seconded as amended. 

After much discussion, Moderator called for a vote on the article 
as second amended. Voice vote affirmative. 

Moderator then read Article #4 as first amended by Floyd Carson. 
Mr. Carson withdrew his amended motion - second also withdrew.

Attorney Greenhalge said a federal judge ruled Mr. Golden failed to 
provide an applicant with the proper forms, to discuss eligibility re- 
quirements, and to provide a written notice of his decision and of the 
applicant's right of appeal. Atty. Greenhalge further stated that Mr. 
Golden was following established policies, and that these policies were 
made inadequate by federal court decisions rather than his own negligence. 
Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #7 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the state, federal 
Or another governmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:95-b. 

Elliott Towle made a motion to accept the article as read and it 
was duly seconded. 

A question was raised as to whether this involved matching funds and 
Dave Mann responded in the negative. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #8 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell, rent or lease any or all property acquired by Tax Collector's 
Deeds, or any other source, and to administer said property as they deem 
in the best interests of the Town. 

Gordon Weldon made a motion to accept the article as read. Roland 
Drolet seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #9 To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment of 
property taxes and to authorize the tax collector to accept prepayments 
as provided by RSA 80:52-a. 

Dr. Argue made a motion to accept the article as read and Arnold Wells 
seconded. 

Elliott Towle asked if RSA 80:52-a made any provision for discounts 
on prepayment of taxes. Selectmen replied "No". Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #10 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of 1980 taxes, the same to be repaid with 
that year's levy. 

Kenneth Garland made a motion to accept the article as read and it 
was duly seconded. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #11 To see if the Town will vote to provide Workmen's Com- 
pensation coverage for eligible employees by participating in the New 
Hampshire Association Self-funded Worker's Compensation Program and to 
authorize the Selectmen to take such action in furtherance of this vote 
as may be necessary. 
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Kenneth Garland made a motion to accept the article as read. Robert 
Lemer seconded. 

Larry Williams asked for an explanation. 

Dave Mann explained that it simply allows the Selectmen to participate 
in the Workmen's Compensation program if they so desire. 

: Robert Winchester asked if that potential expenditure appeared in the 
Budget. 

Dave Mann answered that it appeared as part of the insurance budget. 
Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #12 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sums of money recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses 
for the year ensuing or pass any motion related hereto. 

Steve Davis made a motion to pass over this article until we have taken 
action on Article #19. Robert Lemer seconded the motion to postpone this 
article. Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #13 To see if the Town will vote to enact the 1980 Amendments 
to the 1964 Pittsfield Housing Ordinance as published in the Suncook Valley 
Sun on Feb. 20 and 27, 1980. These amendments change the makeup of the 
Housing Standards Agency to include two at-large resident members (1.2), 
add a provision that clearly establishes the authority to inspect rented 
dwelling units (1.5, 1.6), establishes a procedure to permit the correction 
of violations prior to entering formal legal proceedings (1.7(1)), establishes 
an annual permit requirement for rented dwelling units (1.8), establishes 
specific minimum standards for rented dwelling units (Section 11), defines 
words and terms used in the Ordinance (Section VI). Specifically, the 1964 
Housing Ordinance is amended by replacing the present Section I and II with 
the 1980 Section I and II then adding the 1980 Section VI as a new section. 

Robert Lemer made a motion to accept the article as read. George 
Freese seconded. 

Kenneth Danis raised a question regarding the part of the article tha 
reads "establishes an annual permit requirement for rented dwelling units". 
Are property owners going to have to pay a fee? 

John Teague, a member of the planning committee to amend the 1964 
Housing Ordinance, advised that the inspection costs would be approximately 
$15.00 on an annual basis. It was the feeling of the committee that if a 
person wants to make a profit on a business his property should be kept up 
to minimum standards. 

Kenneth Danis felt that all houses should be inspected and not just 
apartment buildings. 

John Teague said this would not effect the good landlords. The land- 
lords who buy investment properties and only collect the rent while the 
buildings are allowed to deteriorate will be the ones affected by this 
ordinance. Properties are becoming so dilapidated that they are not being 
taxed properly. The Town has a grant to upgrade the center of Town and 
there is ample money to bring all these properties up to minimum standards. 

Elsie Morse also served on the Master Plan Committee and she said 
that the answers on the questionnaires that were circulated indicated the 
Townspeople were deeply concerned about the dilapidated buildings in the 
Town, and the overall effect they have on the appearance of our Town. 

Voice vote affirmative. 

ARTICLE #14 To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and make sub- 
ject to gates and bars the highway described as follows: Tibbetts Road - 
from the junction of Siel Road to the Range Road, as provided in RSA 238:2. 
The gates and bars shall be maintained by the Town of Pittsfield. (Tibbetts 
Road, St. Inv. 84, Range Road, St. Inv. 92 - to close approx. 900') 

Kenneth Garland made a motion to accept the article as read and Vernon 
LeDuc seconded.

Vaughn Siel asked how long it had been since this road had been 
maintained and why at this particular time was it being closed? 

Steve Davis said it hadn't been maintained for many years and it 
had just been overlooked. Should have been closed years ago when the 
Town closed other roads that were no longer in service. Voice vote 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE #15 To see if the Town will vote to provide the Selectmen 
with the authority to grant a franchise for Cable Television in the Town 
of Pittsfield. NH RSA 53-C:1 (supp 1974) 

Kenneth Garland made a motion to accept the article as read and it 
was duly seconded. 

Chester Smith asked for an explanation of the franchise. 

Mr. Knowlton, representative from Cable Television said there would 
be no cost to the Town. $25.00 installation charge, $9.00 per month and 
each additional outlet $3.50 will be billed directly to each property 
owner involved. At the present time it will be only installed in the 
urban area of the Town. Johnson Road will be the constuction site for 
the tower. Need minimum of 250 subscribers and they will guarantee sig- 
nal within a year. They guarantee they won't increase the $9.00 charge 
more than 77% in one year and all rate increases have to be approved by 
the Selectmen. 

Kenneth Anderson made a motion to amend the original motion by add- 
ing “after holding a public meeting on the proposed franchise agreement". 
Said this would give the Town a chance to see the prosposed agreement, 
comment on it and make suggestions. He also felt before we give one 
cable company a monopoly in the Town we sould contact other companies. 

Amended motion failed to receive a second so original motion was 
read again and voted on. Voice vote affirmative.

ARTICLE #18 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the accept- 
ance and maintance as a public way a certain private way presently lead- 
ing from Tilton Hill Road, so called, and more particulary shown on a 
Plan of Land of Volpe, Argue, Conrad & Gorlin, Pittsfield, N.H. dated 
July., 1974, October, 1975, and recorded in the Merrimack County Registry 
of Deeds as Plan No. 4170, to which plan reference may be had for a more 
particular layout of said private way; that the way, if accepted, be 
called Wildwood Drive. (By Petition) 

Dr. Argue made a motion to accept the article as read and Richard 
Bolduc seconded. 

Kenneth Garland asked where is it? 

Dr. Argue said half way up Tilton Hill on the right. There are 30 
approved lots and the road has been built to TRA standards. 

Vernon Leduc - what is the footage and is there any money included 
in the budget for maintenance if this road is accepted? 

Steve Davis said the Selectmen have checked this road and it is a 
good road having been built to TRA standards. There is no money in this 
budget for maintenance. 

Gordon Weldon advised the road was 3,760 feet long. 
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Robert Winchester asked if the assessed value on properties on this 
road would be increased if the road was accepted. 

Steve Davis said properties on this road were already assessed the 
same rate as properties on any town road. 

Vernon LeDuc wanted to know if the Town would receive a deed for 
land on which this road is built and Dr. Argue answered in the affirmative.

Voice vote affirn- 
ative. 

ARTICLE #12 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sums of money recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town ex- 
penses for the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. 

Kenneth Garland made a motion we accept the article as read and 
James Blake seconded. 

Fred Hast amended the motion to include the figure of $3,500.00 
which represents the additional amount voted for the Tax Collector, 
making the total budget figure to be voted $585,575.00. John Teague 
seconded. 

Robert Winchester asked why the Budget Committee cut out the ambulance 
appropriation. 

Floyd Carson advised that the Budget Committee was notified that 
the Sanderson Trust Fund is going to take care of this account.

Fred Hast make a motion that the Town accept two vehicles, namely, 
1948 American LaFrance Aerial Truck and a 1969 Dodge Rescue Vehicle. 
John Genest seconded. 

Mr. Hast advised that the Fire Department purchased these vehicles 
with their own funds and they intend to maintain them with their funds. 
Town is presently paying insurance and we are asking that the Town con- 
tinue to pay insurance along with gas and oil.

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose two members of the School Board 
for the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 
5. To choose three Auditors for the ensuing year. 
Town Moderator, Leo Fraser, read the warrant and the certification of 


posting. The polls were open from 10 AM to 6 PM. There were 488 ballots 
cast and the results were as follows:

PITTSFIELD ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


March 20, 1980 


On March 20, 1980, the Annual School District Meeting was held at the 
Greenleaf Auditorium at 8 FM. Moderator, Henry F. Stapleton, opened 
the meeting by calling upon Rev. Arthur Bucknam for the invocation. 
Moderator then read the warrant and the certification of posting. 


Article #1. 


"I move the salaries of School District Officers be approved as follows: 
Moderator $30.00; Clerk $30.00; Chairperson of School Board $250.00; 
School Board Members $200.00 each; Treasurer $400.00; Auditors $20.00 
each; and Truant Officer $100.00." John Genest made the motion, seconded 
by Patricia Fraser. Vote affirmative. 


Article #2. 


"IT move that the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, and Officers 
chosen be accepted as printed in the annual report." Dolores Francis 
made the motion, seconded by John Genest. Vote affirmative. 


Article #3. 


"I move that the District raise and appropriate $1,159,036.50 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and 
agents and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district." 
Patricia Fraser made the motion, seconded by Dolores Francis. 


Christine Teague: Have any items changed since the public budget hearing: 


Patricia Fraser: There was much discussion at the public hearing re- 
garding cutting teachers salaries. The Budget Committee voted after the 
public hearing to allow the School Board to negotiate the teachers 
Salaries to their satisfaction as long as the total budget figure did not 
change. Vote affirmative. 


Article #4. 


"T moce that the District authorize the School Board to made application 
for and receive in the name of the district such advances, grants-in-aid, 
or other funds for the educational purposes as may now or hereinafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, 
or any Federal or State Agency." John Barto made the motion, seconded,by 
Robert Winchester. Vote affirmative. 


Article Hae 


Floyd Carson: What is the tuition rate for 1980-81? 


Damon Russell: We can't firm up a specific rate until after the budget 
has been voted. We advise the towns involved with tuition students to 
estimate a 10% increase in their budgets. 


Floyd Carson: What is the tuition rate this year? 


Damon Russell: This year the rates were $1468.00 at the High School and 
$1407.00 at the Elementary Schools. 


Floyd Carson: The State average is $1854.00 and Alton is $1600.00 this 
year -- why is ours so much lower? 


Damon Russell: Many factors are involved in figuring the tuition costs, 
but basically it is figured on the per pupil cost per school with 
salaries being the biggest factor. 


Richard Anthony: What is going to happen to our federal funded programs 
if the money is cut by the President? 


Damon Russell: The programs will have to be discontinued in those cases 
where they are entirely funded by federal funds. 


Robert Winchester moved we adjourn and Fred Hast seconded. Voted in the 
affirmative at 8:18 PM. Officers were sworn in.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of the Pittsfield School District, I 
respectfully submit this 1981 report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


This has been a transition year for the Pittsfield School District in 
two respects. The decision to form Supervisory Administrative Unit #51 
for the districts of Alton, Barnstead, and Pittsfield, and the Board's 
subsequent decision to name Union #49 Assistant Superintendent F. Andre 
Paquette, Superintendent-Elect has enhanced the transition process at 
the central office. Mr. Paquette and I have jointly agreed to 
re-structure our working relationship with the Pittsfield School Board 
in order to increase his responsibilities with the Pittsfield Board and 
decrease them with the Governor Wentworth Regional Board. This should 
ensure a smooth administrative transition for July 1, 1981. 


At the same time High School Principal Steve Fortado has continued in 
his position, albeit under a very heavy workload as an Assistant 
Principal was not authorized for the current year: another request is 
being made for the postion of Assistant Principal for the coming year. 
The Superintendent of Schools supports this request. Elementary 
Principal Sherwood Fluery is in his first year with Pittsfield. When 

we consider the workload for a new principal, expanded by the increasing 
workload in the area of special education, we can understand that 

Mr. Fluery has undertaken an enormous assignment. To date he has 
excelled in carrying out his duties. 


It becomes increasingly clear that the Pittsfield School District must 
address itself to the question of facilities for the future. The two 
elementary school buildings are inadequate for the first six grades, 
they are inefficient to operate, contribute to significant losses of 
staff time between the three locations, add to the cost of trans- 
portation in order to provide hot lunch for the children and require 
much more supervision time. At the High School level, we are short 
of space in order to offer more courses to the high school and junior 
high school students. There remain some health and safety hazards 
in the industrial arts building which should be corrected. I have 
recommended to the School Board that a comprehensive facilities study 
be initiated. 


Mr. Fortado and Mr. Fluery are doing an excellent job in dealing with 
the issues and problems faced by the district. The difficulties 
associated with the administration of public schools are not generally 
understood by the public. You should know that I am pleased to have 
been able to work with Mr. Fortado and Mr. Fluery albeit ina 
Supportive and secondary role. 


I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Pittsfield School 
Board Members for their support and understanding during this difficult 
transition year. They are indeed dedicated public servants. I extend 
best wishes to F. Andre Paquette, my good friend and colleague, in 

his future efforts as Superintendent of S.A.U. #51.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Ta the Members of the School Board, the Superintendent of Schools, and 
the Citizens of Pittsfield, I respectfully submit my third annual report 
as Principal of Pittsfield High School. 


The academic year began on September 3rd with 436 students enrolled in 
grades 7 through 12. This represents an increase of 3 students over 
last year. We enrolled 303 students from Pittsfield, 127 from Barnstead 
and 6 from Epsom. 


Six teachers have joined our staff. They are Mrs. Constance Boehm, 
Science; Mr. Kurt Boehm, 7th and 8th grade Math; Mr. David Lewis, 
Industrial Arts; Mr. William Ranauro, Social Studies; and Mrs. Melinda 
Westergren, English. 


In December the New England Association of Schools and Colleges 
reaceredited Pittsfield High School for two years. Given the problems 
of lack of spece, limited staff, and gross deficiencies of the building 
cited in the Accreditation Report, I am very pleased with our 
accreditation. Copies of the Accreditation Report are available through 
the Carpenter Library or may be picked up at the high school. I hope 
many citizens will read this important analysis of the educational 
program at our high school. 


1980-81 marks the first year of our course levelization wherein we 

identified courses according to their level of difficulty. Level 3 courses 
are the more difficult, Level 2 less difficult and Level 1 for courses in 
our special education program. I am pleased the way the program is working. 


Some minor building repairs and renovations were completed. The electrical 
system in the woodworking labratory was repaired to comply with minimum 
standards. Interior vestibules were created at the office and cafeteria 
entrances by the Building Trades students to reduce heat loss. These 
students also built and installed insulated panels for use on our cafe- 
teria windows during the winter months. An automatic set-back system 

has been installed to regulate the building thermostats at night and on 
non-school days. New lighting has been added to the Art Room and Building 
Trades room. With the help of C.E.T.A. paid summer workers we painted 
several classrooms and one corridor. 


I appreciate the support we have received from the School Board, staff, 
students and people of Pittsfield and look forward to another successful 
year. .

To the members of the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, and the 
citizens of Pittsfield, I respectfully submit my first annual report 
as Elementary Principal of Pittsfield Schools. 


The academic year began on September 3rd with a total of 251 students 
reported in grades 1 through 6. Enrollment decreased from 267 in 
1979 to the present figure. 


Two new teachers and an aide joined our staff. They are Mrs. Marjorie 
Stapleton, grade 2; Mrs. Kathy Bourasso, grade 6; and Mrs. Diane 
Robinson, aide - grade l. 


The elementary program is continuing to provide an excellent education 
to the children in Pittsfield. This is due to the strong staff, a 
supportive School Board, a consistent and well managed reading program, 
an active P.T.O., Title I instruction, parental support, and high 
quality special education programs. 


An effort has been made to insure the safety of all the school children 

in Pittsfield by having a complete inspection of the school buildings by 
the State Fire Marshal's Office. The recommendations of this report will 
be carried out where possible. Most of the recommendations deal with the 
physical condition of the buildings. The Grammar School in particular 
needs a great deal of attention. 


I would like to acknowledge the hard work and dedication that Sheila 
Fries and Brenda Abbott have exhibited in developing our Community 
Education Program. This program's purpose is to strengthen the 
partnership among school, home, and community. Some of the projects 
underway by parent volunteers are: a library inventory, classroom 
aides, physical education classes, and media coverage for school and 
community events.

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REPORT OF DRAKE FIELD 


This year's Drake Field recreation program was directed by Larry Robbins, 
Recreation Director, and Jackie Thistle, the park aide through CETA. 
Before the end of school, a letter of introduction was distributed to all 
school age children in grades 1-8. The letter listed the park hours, 
activities, and general rules of the playground. Included with the 

cover letter was a registration form for participation in the summer 
recreation program. All those who used park equipment were required to 
return the registration form before using any park equipment. 


The recreation program began on June 30th and closed on August 22nd. 
The program ran for an eight (8) week period with usual hours of 
operating being 9-12 noon and 1-4 p.m. The playground at times did 
open earlier to make-up hours lost to early closing because of rain. 
The park was only closed completely one day due to a steady downpour. 
Drake Field averaged 35-40 kids a day with the hours of 1-3 p.m. the 
slowest because of the heat and the town pool located at the other 
end of town. 


Normally the playground takes a couple of field trips. The annual trip 
to Fenway Park was unable to become a reality because of the cost which 
in the past has been covered by the local businessmen. In the past local 
businesses donated money to buy the tickets and supply the transportation, 
but economic reasons figured greatly in not seeing the Red Sox. 


The Hampton Beach trip was planned for August llth. That day happened to 
be the only day we were rained out. Everyone was looking forward to going 
to Canobie Lake Park, but unfortunately no transportation (school buses) 
had passed inspection by our August 18th date. This was not the year for 
field trips! 


Those disappointments were overcome by our Field Day held on August 21st 
and Awards Day on August 22nd. Field Day featured a balloon toss, a 
softball throw, a huge Red vs. Yellow balloon fight and ice cream 
sundaes. Awards Day ended this year's program with certificates given 
out to the winners of tournaments held throughout the summer. The 
certificates were purchased from The Creamery in Pittsfield. 


The recreation program had two (2) volunteers this year - Vernon Kelly 
and Joey Miner. Mr. Miner came down and played flag-football with the 
kids. Mr. Kelly, who works for the Pittsfield Rehabilitation Center, 
gave free tennis lessons for 2 weeks at Drake Field's tennis courts. 


The summer recreation program at Drake Field proved to be very rewarding. 
The kids were fun to be with. There was a steady flow of kids using the 
park everyday. The summer was incident free except the usual cuts and 
seraps. Jackie Thistle did her job very well and was a pleasure to work 
with. I would hope that next year's program will be even better.
